THE TRAINED SEALS.

CAPTAIN WESTON TELLS ABOUT HIS
THREE PERFORMERS,

How He and o Famous German Flaherman
Captured Bobhy, Bibby and Tommy.
Bome of Thelr Tricks—They Live Upon
Balt Water Fish.

Of ull the different animals that go to
mako ap tho animal kingdom a fish is
porhaps the strangest that shonld be
chosen for training, yet the acts done by
the three seals nnder Captain Weston's
guidance show that even a fish can do
wonderial things, Those now perform-
ing overy duy are the oldest peals in
saptivity, Seals are extremely delicate,
and they rarely live away from their
native sea and rocks for more than a
year, and yet these seals, Bobby, Bibby
and Tommy, have been performing reg-
ularly for six years. Their longevity 1s
gndoubtedly due to the fact that they
receive groat care.

The exuct spot of the birthplace of
these seals is not known, but when they
were youngstera they were found on one
of the islunds off Coxsbaven in Germany.
The German government does all it can
to protect {ta fisheries, and as seals are
& constant menace to fish the govern-
ment pays a rewnrd of 5 marks for the
captore of each seal. There is a famons
seal fisherman in Germany namoed
Worthman, and when Captain Weaton,
who had been on many sealing and
whaling expeditions in the North sea,
dotermined that he wonld give up the
lita of m snilor and become a landinbber
it ocoarred to him that the tralning of
soals would bo novel and profitable. He
went to Worthman, and together they
captared the three aleck little fellows,
There are many islands outsideof Coxs-
haven, and one of the smallest was
choson.

Remurkable Stalactite Caves In Utah,

Two of the most wonderfnl stalactite
caves in the world are loosted within the
territory of Utah—one five miles south
of Toquerville and the other 25 miles
west of Bt, George. Neither is remark.

! able on acconnt of size, and to the best

of my knowledge the dignifying title of
“eavern” has never been bestowed upon
either of the two, They simply come
within the eatogory of the wonderful be-
eause of the immense number of stalac-
tites of various wizes and colors which
depend from their roofs. The first, the
oné near Togquerville, is known as La
Virgin. and the other by the name of the
Black Warrior.

The Virgin was discovered a few years
ago by the contractor of an irrigating
company, who was engaged in driving a
tunnel through a mountain called *La
Virgin Bench” for the purpose of tap-
ping the river beyond., When the light
was first let into this wonderful under.
ground ohamber, the effect ia said to
have been startling, the roof and floor
glittering with cabes and points of crys-
tal alum and the roof studded with mil-
lions of rain colored stalactites,

The “Black Warrior” cave in & conn-
terpart of the Virgin and was discovered
by miners at a point where their tunnel
was 865 feet beneath the surface.—8St.
Lonis Republie,

Color and Warmth,

The color of materials has somo in-
fluence on the warmth of the clothing.
Black and bine absorb heat freely from
without, Lot white and light shades of
yellow, otc.,, are far less absorbent.
This differenco can be demonstrated by
experiment, The snme material, when
dyed with different colors, will ubsorh
different qmoonts of heat, In bot eonn-
tries white coverings are nniverszlly
worn, und sailors and others wear white
clothing in hot weather.

With regard, howuever, to heat given
off fram the body tho color of tho ma-
terials need ae clothing makes little if
uny difference, Red fannel is popo-
larly supposed to be warm, though it is
no better in this respect than similar
materiuls of equal substance, but white
| or gray in color. Duik clothing is best
! for cold weather, bocnuse it more froely
abworbs any heat that is obtainable.—

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HOW THE HOMELESS ARE CARED FOR
IN GLASGOW.

Manicipal Ladging Honses Minus the Sting
of Charity —No Chanee For Politios In It
The Satarday Night Entertalnments and
How They Are Condueted.

One Baturday in Glusgow I tramped
about the poorer portions of the town
till midnight, first in company with the
head of n municipal department and
afterward with an estimable bailie who
I8 renowned in the town for his opposi-
tion to all things aleoholic, My tour be-

n soon after dusk, which comea aston.

ingly early in these northern lati-
tudes, giving one hardly time to salute
the sun between dawn snd dark. Ouor
pointa of call in the carlier half of our ex-

ition were the municipal lodging
onses, those places of agreeable.refuge
which the city established 20 years ago
for the purpose of selling decont shelter
to the lower elements of itafloating pop-
ulation,

On Baturday night in winter time
some form of entertainment is devised
for the 2,000 municipal lodgers. The
entertaining talent volunteers for the
performance, It is part of the duty of
the city committee having in charge
these hotels for the poor (o secure on
Satardays the assistance of anmutenrs
who ean sing or dance or tell n story or
give an athletie show., There are seven
municipal lodging bouses, and in the
recrention rooms of cach these Saturday
night pleasantries are conducted. Every
concert, or magio lantern show, or what-
ever it may be, is presided over by a
chairman, who voluntoers for the pur-
pose from the members of the city gov-
ernment,

The gentlemen so presiding are not
municipal politicians, becanse, as I have
provionsly explained, they have in Glas-
gow no municipal politics, but merely
an administeation, Mr. Chairman, there-
fore, is not in quest of votes, and if he
were his services in a lodging house
would il requite him, Nor is there any
appearance of charity, condescension,
nor any other untoward thing in this
business, The entertainment is carried
on very mnel as a concert is aboard an
Atlantic liner—with this exception, that
no collection is made. The municipality
is put to no expense in the matter, nnd
it may be assumed that the chairmen
are put to no inconvenience. They are
usually men who devote n large part of
their lives to philanthropic work,

A Baturduy night's audience at one of
these municipnl lodging houses comprises
A wilde assortment of characters an< n
considerable distribution of race. There
are sailors who have got hard up in port,
soldiers recently discharged, There are
poor devils who nre spending their last
penmies for shelter and food, which will
take thew over to the Monday meming,
when they may be able to plek up some-
where somehow pennies enough to last
them over another night. Aund there are
laborers in regular employment, arti-
sans, too, who are not hard up, but who
are lodging here while they nre at work
in the town. There are of course men
who have seen better duys and men who
by no possibility can ever seo any worse
ones, Bome are hore from necessity,
some from motives of econamy, and all
of them are fairly comfortable while they
are here,

The Saturday night entertainments are
voluntary altogother., The entertainers
give their services, and the audiences are
not asked for a penny. There were from
200 to 850 men in each of the recreation
rooms whick we visited, and hearty ap-
plause gave evidence of the delight of
the wen, who appeared to enjoy them-
solvos thoroughly.

A municipal lodging house is a large,
well lighted and woll ventilated baild-
ing. At the entrance there in un offios,
where the applicant for lodging pays his
84, or 4id. and receives o ticket on-
titling him 1o the privileges of the house,
On the ground floor there are three large
apartments, one usel s asort of eating
room, nnother as o sitting room, auother
as u kitchen, The lodgers supply their
own food and cook it thomselves, hiving
the free use of the kitehen fires and the
steam heaters for this purpose. The house
i® in charge of a saperintendent, with
several assistants.

At 8 o'clock in the evening the dormi-
tories aro opened. These dormitories ape
spacions rooms divided by partitions 8
or 9 feet high into small compartments,
ench compartment containing s bed ar-
ranged in the fashion of a stateroom
berth on an Atlantic liner. The only
difforence between the threepencs half-
penny and the fourpence halfpenny ae-
commuodation is that the higher price en-
titles the lodger to an extra blanket,
Lodgera are admitted to bed until nbout
1a m. They must arise npot later than
§ o'clock in the morning. The premises
are kept scrupulously clean by the stafl
of nssistants. A well fitted lanndry at-
tached to the place is constantly at work

UNCLE BAM'S WARSHIPS,

Fitilag One of Tham For a Crulss Costa n
Small Fortune,

Furniture and supplies for Uncle
Bam's new war vessols oost a mint of
money. To fit ont one of these ships for
a cruise is n bigger job than equipping a
first class hotel, Here fa a floating for-
tress ns long as two city blocks, with all
modern convenlences and complets res-
tanrant facilities, lighted thronghont by
electrioity—a gigantie fighting machine
and military barracks combined, Her
steel walls, bristling with guns, shelter
a small army of men, The New York,
for example, has a crew naombering 453,
besides 40 marines and 44 officers. To
feed them all for a twalvemonth at the
government's rate of allowance costs
mam-

On golng into commission such a ship
must be farnished thronghont, from the
kitehen, which is as complete as that of
a great city hostelry, to the captain's
eabin, Bhe carrien Iarge stocka of sta-
tionery, hardware and apothecaries'
goods, and is provided with tools for all
sorts of trades. Evervthing conceivable
that may bo neaded for purposes of war
and peace is supplied, becanse on the
high seas no shops or factories are ac-
cesgible, Usnally the vessel is pro-
visioned for only three months, becauses
there is no room to stow more, The ra-
tions are purchased by the navy depart-
ment and comprise sach necessities na
hard bread, cornmeal, ontmeal, hominy,
flour, salt pork, beans, peas, rice, pre-
served meats, butter, coffes and tea.

Every man in the navy, from the last
boy shipped up to the admiral, has an
allowance of 30 cents a day for rations,
which he may draw cither in food or in
money. The paymaster of the ship has
charge of all the provisions, which are
dealt out by his “yeoman,” who is in
turn assisted by the jack-o’-dust. The
person last named attends to opening the
barrels and packages. Coffee and sugar
are perved out once in 10 days, flour ev-
ery four duys and weats daily. While
in port fresh provisions are furnished,
each man receiving one pound of fresh
bread, 1} pounds of fresh meat and one
pound of fresh vegetables per diem.
These take the place of the ordinary ra-
tions, only tea and coffes being provided
in addition. The allowance ia at all
times so liberal that the enlisted men
cannot posaibly consume the whole of it,
#0 they take part of it in cash.—Phila-
delphin Times,
